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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-13, 18, 19, 21 and 22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1,18, 
19, 21 and 22 are allowable over the prior art of record because non of the prior art of 
record teaches the combined claimed elements as set forth in the claims 1 , 18, 19, 21 
and 22. 

The closest prior art (Man "Iterative Reconstruction for Reduction of Metal 
Artifacts in Computed Tomography") discloses a method/system for reducing artifacts in 
image generated by sinogram data. None of the prior art of record teaches or fairly 
suggests that image processing method for that identifying optimization criterion based 
on region of interest that is identified from initial image (scout image) that is generated 
from sinogram data, and iteratively adjusting the measured sinogram elements at least 
in the trace of the high density object in the measured sinogram data based upon the 
optimization criterion in the image domain, to generate corrected sinogram data, and 
together with combination of other claimed elements as set forth in the independent 
claims 1, 18, 19, 21 and 22. Therefore, the claims 1, 18, 19, 21 and 22 are over the 
prior art of records.
